In a letter to members from the National Executive Board dated 
September 28, 1953, it is announced that an expansion fund is to be 
established to apply to expenses of the organization in order to expand 
to other areas* It states that the goal of the Expansion Fund is

states that all money contributed to this fund will be used to expand 
and consolidate activities of the organization and that a complete 
accounting of the fund will be sent to every contributor* The letter 
states that there are no paid employees', of the NCPA and that the organiza¬ 
tion-is not subsidized* It states, "We must depend on those who believe 
in what we are doing for every cent that is used in this fight 0 We do 
not ask for money for vague and general purposes 0 Thi3 $1,000 is needed 
for actual and specific items so that we .can operate as a well-functioning, 
effective organization* Give us the necessary equipment and we will do 
the job« fl t . 

In an article appearing in the vctober, 1953 issue of the "White 
Sentinel", it is stated that during the first three weeks of the Expansion 
Fund Drive, a little more than one-fourth of the total needed has been 
raised* It states that part of this money had been used in re-modeling 
and furnishing the organization^ new National Headquarters in St. l£>uis„ 

^The November, 1953 issue of the same publication states that the 
Expansion Fund Drive of the NCPA had reached the half-way mark* This 
article states that while the NAACP, the Urban League and a host of other 
organizations raised millions of dollars each year to further the evil 
cause of mongrelization, the NCPA stands alone against these organizations 
and states that the NCPA does not ask for millions or even thousands, but 
is only asking for $1,000 because "We can do more with $1,000 than the 
enemy can with many times that much*"

III 0 STATED AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


There is being set out hereinafter the new Constitution and 
By-Laws of the NCPA which were adopted at a general membership meeting 
held in St. Louis* Missouri 9 on July 17* 1953. 

"PREAMBLE 

"Because of its nature* there are but two forms of 
solution to the race problem. Either the races must be 
separated or they will become amalgamated. The National 
Citizens Protective Assn is dedicated to the complete 
separation of the White and negroid races and to the 
eventual repatriation of the negro to his homeland in 
Africa. That is the only permanent solution which will 
allow the United States to continue to develop as a Free 
White Nation unencumbered by the presence of increasing 
millions of Africans within her borders. The African is 
wholly alien to our race^, institutions and culture. The 
increasing agitation for the lowering of the protective 
bars of segregation and the social intermixture of the 
races seriously threatens the White ideal and greatly 
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"accentuates the negro problem in our midst* It will 
eventually cause the amalgamation of the ra.ees and the 
destruction of our Western Civilization, If civilisation 
is to continue 9 the White Race must maintain its ethnic 
purity* Six thousand years of recorded history 'have shown 
that the White Race is the creator and builder of all 
known civilizations 0 The yellow race imitate to an ex~ 
tent* The role of the negroid race in every contact with 
civilization has been to lower and finally destroy it. 
Brought in as a 3lave to labor for the White Man, and 
being unable to create, build or even imitate, the negro 
has in time corrupted the standards and eaten away the 
foundations of White Civilization* No White nation that 
has permitted the polution of its racial purity has been 
able to withstand the ravages of complete mongrelization.o 
America stands at the crossroads* The National Citizens 
Protective Assn is determined to maintain the racial 
integrity of the Western Peoples and residt all attempts 
to weaken, degrade and corrupt Western Civilization and 
culture and its ethnical standazds.

National Chapter* Its membership shall comprise 
members living in or near St* Louis and members 
at large who do not live near a local chapter* 

'•Sec* 2s Any group of five (3) or more citizens may 

apply for a charter to establish a local chapter* 
The application must be duly sworn by a Notary 
Public and approved by the National Board* 

"Sec. 3: All chapters shall make a monthly report of its 

activities to the State organizer* In the absence 
of a State Organizer these reports shall be made 
to the National Organiser* 

"Sec* 4s Each chapter may make its own by-laws providing 
they are approved by the National Board and do 
not conflict with the aims and purposes of the 
National Organization* 
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"Sec. 5s If and when local chapters or state organi¬ 
zations are incorporated, the articles of 
incorporation in each case shall make reference 
to the articles of incorporation of the National 
Citizens Protective Assn as shall be adequate 
to show that the objects of such local or state 
organization are the same as those of the 
National Citizens Protective Assn and not incon-' 
sistent therewith,, and shall be presented and 
approved by the National Board of the National 
Citizens Protective Assn before the incorporation 
charter is applied for. 

"Sec, 6s Local chapters shall have the right to take up 
all local problems as given in the objects of 
this Constitution. It mqy provide for supporting 
candidates in local elections and raising funds 
for such purposes. Each lc«eal chapter shall 
have the right to protest or petition local 
governments inhere necessary., if such is within 
the scope of our objects. Each local chapter • 
may join with other organised bodies to aid in 
all local, struggles involving the aims, pur¬ 
poses and objects of this Constitution. No 
local, chapter may' endorse a candidate for state¬ 
wide office if there is a state organization in that 
state until said state organization has officially' 
endorsed the candidate. Before a local chapter 
can endorse a candidate for President of the 
United States or a U. S, Senator or Congressma n P 
it must first obtain permission of the National 
Board.

accept the Negro as his social equal 0 Why should the tax payer finance such 
a thing?* e .If the Negro organizations want to sponsor such an Institution, 
let them do it with their own money* St. Louis could save many thousands 
of dollars each year by discontinuing those so-called Institutions of Human 
Rights and its Council on Human Relations* Let the race mixers pay for their 
own propaganda * 11 
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In an undated letter on the letterhead of the NCPA, which was 
distributed by the organization in April a 1954.. over the facsimile 
signature of ] it states that the 

NCPA is a non-profit educational corporation legally constituted under 
the laws of the State of Tennessee* The following is quoted from this 
letter; H A grave situation confronts the white citizens today. Under 
the guise of democracy, civil rights, FEPC, and Brotherhood, the Negroid 
race is being forced upon this virtually defenseless and unorganized 
white majority. We do not wish to mix, fraternize, or socialize with 
Negroes, We do not want our children to attend schools, theaters or 
dances with them. We do not want our mothers, wives, daughters, or sisters 
attacked by Negro rapists* Yet, fellow Americans, that is what is 
happening on an ever increasing scale in our country today. Unless the 
white man rises from his slumber to defend himself* it will continue to 
grow worse. Our music, literature, press, radio, television, schools, 
colleges, and even churches are being corrupted ard perverted by interracial 
propaganda,, The minds of our children are being warped and distorted by 
evil propaganda called 9 tolerance» 0 

■•The Anti-Defamation league. Communists and other Marxists, the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, the Urban 
League, and other interracial outfits have banded together in a vast 
conspiracy-to destroy our white heritage* They are actively working to 
destroy the white race by breaking down segregation and the racial barriers 
which helped make America great* Without segregation, America could, not 
have reached the heights it has. She would long ago have been destroyed as 
has every nation in history that allowed its blood to be mixed with that 
of the colored races* The National Citizens protective Association 
actively works for the separation of the races*o*If our American way of

"What Will Our Decendants Bel Anglo-Saxon 
Or Mulatto? 11 


The above leaflet which has been distributed by the NCPA, 
attacks racial propaganda of the NAACP and states that at the rate we are 
moving, in another one hundred years the Ethiopean or Mulatto will be the 
ruler of our Anglo-Saxon nation. 


The reverse side of this leaflet quotes a newspaper clipping 
which the leaflet states was sent to Judge DOUGLAS, Charleston, South 
Carolina, on September IS, 1858, by Mr, ABRAHAM LINCOLN which it states 
expresses LINCOLN'S stand on the racial question. This is quoted as 
follows; "I am not nor ever have been in favor of bringing about in any 
way the social and political equality of the white and black races, I am 
not nor ever have been in favor of making voters or jurors of Negroes, nor 
of qualifying them to hold office, nor to intermarry with white people. 

I will say in addition to this, that there is a physical difference between 
the white and black races which I believe will forever forbid. the two races 
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living together on terras, of social and political equality; and inas¬ 
much as they cannot so live* while they do remain together there must 
be the position of the inferior and the superior* and I am* as much as 
any other man, in favor of having the superior position assigned to 
the white race," 


"Communist Equality"' 

This leaflet contains a drawing of a white man with a Negro 
superimposed onto the face of the "white man. The reverse side of this 
leaflet states that both Negroes and Asiatics are two lower races and 
are similar in many respects* both having very little culture. It 
states in part, "Negroes and Asiatics are Catalytic, You cannot raise 
them - but they will lower you„ They have destroyed many white civili¬ 
sations by breeding into them. Communists spend millions of dollars 
in the United States to make us think %groes and Asiatics are the 
equal of whites 0 This sort of propaganda will destroy the civilized 
world .*• 


"The Mongrel Pot" 

This leaflet distributed by the NCPA urges the recipient to 
tell his preacher and politician how he feels about the Negro, It 
states that the attempt to influence white people to accept Negroes is 
sponsored by subversive elements who are working with Russia, It states 
in part* "Be wise and keep your white children away from Negroes and from 
mixing with Negroes socially in schools. Remember the Negro is a lower 
form. He has one thing in common with the higher apes - sickle-cell 
anemia. He is a catalyst. One drop of Negro blood in your family destroys 
your white blood forever. Organize* 3 Don 3 t become extinct to please the 
Communists and the low American politician* Remember the truth about 
the Negro is not allowed to be heard in America because subversives 
control-your newspaper and radio*' 1 

"More Truth About the Community 
Chest - Facts You Are Supposed 
to Know" 

This leaflet was widely distributed by the NCPA in the St, Louis 
area and was the second leaflet distributed by the organization concerning 
the Community Chest, It states that contrary to popular belief* the 
Community Chest does not give financial relief except in times of rare 
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emergency* It also states that during 1953 the St* Louis Community 
Chest gave 164*834* to the Urban League which "is a Negro Political 
pressure group which seeks to force white employers to hire Negroes 
instead of whites* The Urban League spends its time and money 
attacking segregation and v;orking to mix the blacks with the whites in 
schools * restaurants* theaters, and all public places,, It takes part 
in political campaigns and union elections* It encourages Negroes to 
buy property in white neighborhoods* Nearly all its funds come from 
the Community Chest* It reports raising only $860 its last year.” 

This leaflet further states that the Community Chest also gave $17,839 
to the St* Louis Round Table of the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews which is "an interracial propaganda outfit*’ 1 It further states 
that this organization "spews forth a constant barrage of 1,1 brotherhood f , 
tolerance, and Negro-loving propaganda* No good is done by this group 
much less any charity* Yet, part of every dollar given to the Chest 
goes to 1615 Chemical Building to finance race'mixing propaganda*" 

The leaflet also states that the National Conference of Christian and 
Jews each year sponsors an all-day interracial youth conference held in 
St* Louis at which white and Negro students mix and mingle together 
11 in the name of sweet brotherhood*" 

The leaflet states that for the past three year officials of 
the NCPA have been asking the Community Chest to afford them a hearing 
in order to present evidences that they have against the Chest* It 
states that so far the Chest has refused to grant the NCPA a hearing and 
refuses to examine the material which has been collected by the NCPA* It 
states that "so long as the Chest continues to use charity funds to 
promote mongrelization, race mixing, birth control, and waste its money 
on social welfare schemes, we will continue to expose it*" 

A statement appearing in the December, 1953 issue of the ’'"White 
Sentinel" reflects that 18,000 leaflets such as the above concerning the 
Community Chest were distributed within the St* Louis area* In a letter 
to NCPA members dated November 23, 1953, the effectiveness of the Community 
Chest leaflet distributed by the N CPA is discussed* It also states that 
the NCPA Office was visited by the | I of the St* Louis 

Urban Deague "who was v ery upset about the reaction our leaflet had caused* b 7c 
We had a long talk with l | who actually tried to get us to stop the 

distribution of them* This was proof to us that we had hit them hard* With 
your help, we will continue to expose all activities detrimental to a free, 
white America*

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1953 issue of the "White Sentinel 11 states that is the pen name 

of an- artist and author of ndife who is devoting ms xaxenx. to the cause 
of white supremacy. It states that he is the author of several tracts 
published by the NCPA and that he had also drawn the descriptive pictures 
accompanying each of these. The article states that this individual is 
working on several more of these tracts which will be issued by the NCPA 
in the future. 

C. Stat ements From Officia l Organ Showing Stand of Organization on 
NhiteCupr emacy 

t/The October, 1953’?' issue of the "White Sentinel" contains an 
article captioned "South Africa Sets an Example”. This states that the 
Nationalist Government of the Union of South Africa was re-elected to 
power as the champion of white supremacy. After the voters realized that 
there could be no compromise with the racial issue, this was possible. It 
states that "the basic struggle in t he world today is between the white 
race and the colored races. The colored races are not our friends. The 
more the white race does for them P the more they hate us. The more billions 
America heaps upon them, the stronger Communism grows. South Africa has 
announced to the world that it is and will remain a white man’s country. 

It will not tolerate the spread of Communistic inspired racial equality 
doctrine. South Africa is setting a splendid example for the rest of the 
world to follow. ■’ 

In the same issue of the "White Sentinel% an article entitled 
"Chicago Gives the Lie to the Pace Mixers Claims", - states that Chicago has 
been held up as an example to the rest of the nation that race mixing can 
work. This article states that 750 police were needed to quell white 
women protesting the Negro invasion of Chicago 8 s all-white Trumbull Homes 
Housing Project. The article states that police were on 24“hour duty 
to protect the Negro from the aroused and outraged white citizens who 
strongly resented the Negroes moving into the housing project. It states 
that although the "white people of Chicago are deluged with propaganda 
of ^tolerance and brotherhood 8 , yet when faced with reality, they react 
the same as other white -Americans. The interracialists boast about 
Chicago and about how far integration has gone there. This should prove 
to all that the white man does not want to mix with Negroes and will go 
to great lengths to prevent it. The article states that the NCPA stands 
for the separation of the races and that the white man must organize to 
protect himself. 

The December, 1953 issue of the "White Sentinel" contains an 
article entitled "School Segregation Greatly Needed". It states that 
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in attempting to give the Negroes equal school facilities in many 
cases, the Negro school building and equipment are superior to those 
of the whites,, It states that this, however, will not satisfy the 
Negro, and that he will not be satisfied with anything 3hort of total 
integration,, In reference to the statement issued by the NAACP 
following its annual convention in St. Louis, Missouri, in June, 1953? 
inmhich the NAACP announced that it has "abandoned its separate but 
equal theory in favor of total integration in its fight to abolish 
racial discrimination", it states that the NAACP bases for this contention 
is that segregation in public schools makes the Negro feel inferior. 

It continues, "How ridiculous. Segregation does not make the white 
people feel inferior, so should it, in itself, make Negroes feel inferior? 
ledo not doubt that they feel inferior because they are inferior to 
begin with. It is not segregation that makes them feel so, but their own 
natural inferiority.They are determined to destroy our white race and 
believe that through mixing in the schools, this will come about." 

In the April, 1954 issue of the "White Sentinel"there appears 
an article entitled "Race Mixing in the Armed Forces, n This article 
states that by order of the President, all of the men and women in the 
services are expected to mix with Negroes and in some cases to be commanded 
by Negro Officers. It continues that "Under the Eisenhower Administration 
the race mixing policies of the Truman Administration have been continued 
and extended. This is largely because of a contest between the Republican 
and the Democrat, particularly over who will get the Negro vote. The 
wishes and desires of the men and women in the services and the overwhelming 
majority of American citizens seems to be of no consequence as Northern 
politicians go all out for the Negro vote. The best interest of our 
armed force is secondary to the determination to mongrelize our armed forces.

one of the new Yfbite supremacy organ!zatiofis is misleadingly named 
National Citizens Protective Association with headquarters in St c Louis* 
Missouri* It claims that this organization has discovered a new line of 
appeal in claiming to be for the "right of free choice"* meaning the 
right to establish segregated neighborhoods 9 to discriminate in hotels* 
restaurants* and theaters* and to refuse jobs to Jews* Negroes* and other 
minorities* 


In reply to the above article* the "White Sentinel" states* 

"The attack on the National Citizens Protective Association and its 
official organ* the "White Sentinel"* by the "American Hebrew"* does not 
deny the truth of one single thing we have ever said or published„ Instead* 
it resorts to the lowest form of attack* name-calling* and selected certain 
exerpts from our material and calls them p vicious* insidious* and scurri- 
lious'o We have the truth to back up every charge we have made* If the 
"American Hebrew" and the so-called non-sectarian Anti-Nazi League do not 
like what we print* that is too bad. We vd.ll continue to publish the truth 
until we are proved wrong c " I’he article goes on to state that basic- laws 
and customs in America give -American citizens the right to discriminate 
and tSnat this is an essential prerequisite of freedom and liberty* It 
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3tates that if our republican form of government is to continue, there 
must be no special rights and privileges to racial minorities. It states

WE FACE THE FUTURE

The National Citizens Protective Assn Is two 
years old. At this time It Is^not only necessary 
to review the acc'ompl [shments of-'^the 'p&st iwo 
years, but to look Into the future. There are 
not enough hours In the day to do the vital 
tasks which confront us - plans to be laid, cor¬ 
respondence to be answered, literature to be 
written and printed, mailings to get out, organ¬ 
izational trips to be made among other things— 
All these duties must be done In our spare time, 
for each officer also has his own job to work at 
40 or more hours a week, we are not yet able to 
employ anyone. 

It Is well to remember that but two short years 
ago a small group of citizens met In my home and 
agreed to form the Citizens Protective Assn, we 
had no funds, equipment or experience and had to 
start from scratch. Many told us It couldn't be 
done, that we were wasting our time in a hopeless 
cause, etc, However, we refused to 1 isten to 
the voices of discouragement and our record for 
the past two years effectively answers them 

We face the future greatly encouraged even though 
we fully realize the great tasks which confront 
us. Our immediate objectives include securing 
suitable headquarters to enable us to carry on 
our expanding activities. This is a must. it 
Is no longer possible to continue in our cramped 
quarters. whether we can lease satlfactory 
space or will be forced to purchase a building, 

I do not know. Much thought is being given this 
and we will have definate recommendations to 
present shortly. 

New chapters must be organized in every state 
and effective state organizations set up. New 
equipment must be purchased and our gains con¬ 
solidated. Congressmen and state legislatures 
must be kept informed on the vital issues con¬ 
fronting America. More and more white Christian 
citizens are standing up to be counted and we 
must be there to present our message to them in 
person and by the printed word.

THE RED CROSS IS HAVING DIFFICULTIES 

This once noole-ln-purpose organization Is hav¬ 
ing its troubles since it has been taken over Dy 
the race-mixing crowd of Communists and near 
Communists. It is not getting enough blood to 
meet its requirements and from over the nation 
comes the report that is similar to that of 
Memphis. They have to put terrific pressure on 
monied people to get large donations and many 
little people who can avoid it do not contribute 
at ail. This writer, about a year ago, cont¬ 
acted by phone Red Cross blood collecting heads 
in Memphis and was informed by the doctor in 
charge that they collected it from whites and 
nigers and then mixed the whole supply together, 
properly processed it and put it in containers 
with nothing to indicate that it had negro blood 
In It.

Until the last three years, the bloods of the 
races were kept separate and properly labeled. 

But now the information is that old Truman and 
officials of the race-mixing, "one world," UN 
combined to bring about this change in the way 
of handling this red-go Id life saver. This is 
one of many Incidents which show what will 
happen to us if "one world" government takes 
full charge. 

The united Nations is composed of about 60 
nations, large and small, and at the moment a 
majority of them are on our side, presumably 
because they know we will pay the bills and we 
appear to be the stronger power. Just let It 
appear that we are losing and these same little 
parasites would desert us like the. proverb I a 1 
rats and a sinking ship. However, they are now

THE PENDING SUPREME COURT DECISION 

About one year ago a group of six organ 1zatIons 
filed a brief in the U. S. Supreme Court to out¬ 
law segregation,of white and negro children in 
public schools. The Court heard the arguements 
pro and con, deliberated for almost a year and 
then side-stepped a decision until they meet 
again, promising a oecision In October, 1953. 
They said they wanted more evidence particularly 
on the original meanings of the Constitution. 
Bear In mind that negroes were not citizens when 
the Constitution was adopted. They were chattel 
or property and the original Constitution never 
contemplated nor did its makers ever dream that 
one sad day negroes would be regarded as "cit¬ 
izens.' That happened illegally in about 1867 . 
Tnis coming decision means more to urban areas 
of the North and particularly to us Southerners 
than any since the Dred Scott case,

BALTIMORE - A CITY I N DISTRESS

I have just recently returned from Baltimore and 
Washington. The negro situation is really bad 
in Baltimore especially, white people are afraid 
to go out on the streets at night. They have 
been pushed out of their homes by negroes moving 
into White neighborhoods. I saw negro trolley 
operators and clerks and nurses in Johns Hopkins 
Hospital. At Hopkins Inn, where l stayed, a 
woman told me that a crowd of negroes saw a South 
Carolina car parked on the street and they broke 
every window out of it, The car owners saw them 
and went after the blacks. The police arrested 
both white men and the negroes. The judge turn¬ 
ed the negroes free, fined tne Whits men and 
told them to go home if they didn’t like the way 
they did things up there. 

I was talking to a policeman on the street about 
10:00 P.M, when a negro passed behind him and 
he whirled around and faced the black until he 
passed by. 

Nearly every policeman I talked too hated the 
negroes, but were afraid to let it be known on 
account of the politicians who would get their 
jobs. In fact, the majority of white people 
deplore this situation, but they have let the 
situation get out of control. The Governor 
(McKsldin) and all officials cater to the negro 
vote and will take the side of the blacks against 
the Whites regardless of which side is right or 
wrong. When will we 'wake up? 

in my opinion, the Communists are spreading the 
propaganda of negro equality most effectively 
through the churches by preaching that it Is 
Christianity to treat them as equals. For on 
examole, 1 was listening to the Lower House of 
Congress in session on the 23rd of June. I was 
seated in the gallery of course. There was a 
Georgia lady near me and she called my attention 
to a negro Congressman seated on the floor of 
the House. I expressed my opinion of negroes. 

She made the remark that 1 couldn’t be a Christ¬ 
ian as it was Christianity to treat them as 
equals. I replied that it was a dirty shame 
that all our forefathers of the South had gone 
below and 1 knew that she must be awfully de¬ 
pressed and sorry about her own people who had 


believed i. Jeeping negroes in their place, 
well, that really stopped her arguement. You 
know how Georgians feel about the negro. This 
woman had evidently gotten her arguement from 
church literature propaganda. 

Baltimore really needs a chapter of the Citizens 
protective Association, but 1 was unable to con¬ 
tact anybody that had the nerve to attempt an 
organization. Of course, if I had been able to 
stay longer and gotten better acquainted, I know 
I would have found somebody.

a friend of mine at Washington, D. C. mailed me 
a copy of the Second Edition of your puDljcation 
■The Kiss of Death.’ I have read the article 


carefully, an* find it in line with what I have 
believed all my sentient life, 

You should read Senator Bilbo’s book, '’Segrega¬ 
tion or Mongrelization * and I think you would 
find much ammunition, 

I have persistently contended that this question 
of segregation should be left up to the Court of 
Last Resort, which is the God-head, Had God in¬ 
tended there to be no separation of the races, 
he would not have endowed the various races with 
such varied attributes, especially would he not 
have given to the negro that inherent, ineradic¬ 
able and pungent odor to distinguish him from 
the White Race. I believe that when the negro 
succeeds in banishing this odor and his kinky 
hair, that then he would be in a position to claim 
that segregation is discrimination. 

What people of this country need is more courage 
and determination to stand up for their rights. 

Some years ago I was President of the Mississippi 
State Bar Association, and in my annual address 
at the meeting held at Meridian that year l dis¬ 
cussed this question rather boldly, and recom¬ 
mended that the white people of this country 
should form a White supremacy Party and insist 
on a modification of the war amendments (13 th * 
luth and 15th) at least to the extent of per¬ 
mitting each state to Decide the question of 
segregation for itself. 

I believe strongly in protecting each individual 
negro, and the negroes collectively, in the 
enjoyment of their rights to life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness, giving like consi derat 1 on 
to the members of tne White Race. 

I have always co-ntended that the v.'hite people 
have a right to select their own associates and 
TQ SEGREGATE THEMSELVES in all matters where 
commingling of tne races leads to personal inti¬ 
macy or cofrmingl in’g of blood. 

Our whole trouble stems from our own race. There 
are toe many elements among us that prefer what 
they imagine to oe political success to pride 
of race. I have always contended that the negro 
has a pride of race and that he abandons that 
sentiment when r.e seeks to mingle socially with 
the white Race. 

ft Is only the paid agitators among the negroes, 
assisted by a bunch of while people who have no 
pride in race, that has caused ail this agita¬ 
tion. if the Courts abolish segregation, are 
they not making a fatal step toward genocide of 
the white racial group?

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BLOC VOTING BY NEGROES

An t article appeared in THE COMMERICal APPEAL, 
Memphis, Tenn., under date June 7, 1953, titled: 
“Negro vote Potential Alarms: Study shows That 
it Could Easily Become Ealance of Power In Miss¬ 
issippi.’ - The same thing is true, of course, 
of aLJ southern States where there are heavy 
concentrations of negroes. What with the Supreme 
Court rendering decision after decision in favor 
of this ten per cent minority; throwing out whi te 
primaries; and arbitrarily annulling restrictive 
covenants in real estate; in short. Disregarding 
the rights of the white majority, the situation 
in the southern states is particularly precari¬ 
ous, The egressive activities of the Negro 
Police, the NAACP and the urban League, which 
boldly encourage'race’ bloc voting, will soon 
make it imperative for the white Man to vote 
similarly, for his own self-preservation. 

THE SOUTH E,N DAN6ERED 

a recent study of "The Mississippi Electorate* 
was made by will iam Buchanan of the Social 
Science Research Center of Mississippi state 
College in which he shows how the situation has 
changed drastically in the past decade. Mr, 
Buchanan cites facts and figures to show how the 
increasing negro vote (as they become qualified) 
may have a d Fas-t-i-e-e-f-feo-t— u-pon-th- e nex t— &U- be rna- 
torial primary, as well as the next presidential 
election in Mississippi, 

"A large negro vote could oe the balance 
of power in the sharply divided fact¬ 
ional lines in primaries,...Counties 
with heavy negro population, and their 
ultimate qualification as electors, 
could possibly witness the potency of 
this asserted 'balance of power* vote, 
assuming it followed the bloc pattern. 

Judging by past performance, one need not doubt 
that the negro make full use of 'bloc 

voting* on a racial basis to attain any given 
ends that he may desire for himself. Editorials 
have appeared in the Mississippi newspapers to 
the effect that they will never accept non-seg¬ 
regation in their schools. What these whites 
apparently do not realize is tnat the preponder¬ 
ance of voting negroes will probably force that 
very thing upon the whites, regardless of their 
wishes. They need never expect arvj; consideration 
of thejr rights of Freedom of Choice from a 
colored electorate riding high in the saddle of 
power.. The White man who does not understand 
this, is stupid. 
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Negro writers have already predicted that in the 
not distant future, America will have negro 
governors and other such officials. Since we 
now have negro Congressmen, legislators, alder¬ 
men In North Carolina cities, a negro member on 
the Atlanta Board of Education, negro judges, 
negro pastors and doctors serving lower-caste 
Whites, negro city officials ru1ing White major- 
Ities in large Northern cities, negroes accounts 
ing for about a third of Civil Serv ice-employees 
and other government jobs, etc, etc., this 
ambition on the part of our aggressive ten per 
cent minority may come to pass sooner than even 
they anticipated. Then our dumb collaborating 
Whites will get a real dose of racial prejudice 
which, I can assure them, will not be to their 
1 iking. 

WHITE MAH AWAKEN 

It was the Hew Deal - under Roosevelt and Truman 
- that forsook the Democratic Anglo-Saxon ideals 
and went after the negro vote in order to gain 
political power for themselves and their Marxist 
objectives. It is still the New Deal under 
Eisenhower (using the Republican label) which 
now sponsors legislation in Congress to extend 
the franchise to the people of the District of 
Columbia where voting negroes will be in the 
majority, and they will then give the Capitol of 
the united states a negro Mayor and City Council. 

WHAT OF THE FUTURE 

Maybe we should just turn this country over to 
our minority negro population, and then discover 
a new continent where the v/HSTES could live, in 
peace, with their own kino and*nave dominion " 
as God intended them to have.

there must be the position of superior 
and inferior, and I, as much as any other 
man, am in favor of having the superior 
position assigned to the white Race." 

Again quoting Lincoln: 

"I nave urged the colonization of the 
negroes, and I shall continue until it 
is acccmpl ished. My Emancipation Proc¬ 
lamation was 1 inked with this plan. 
There is no room for two distinct.races 
of white men in America, much less for 
two distinct races of 'whites and blacks.. 

I can conceive of no greater calamity 
than the assimilation of the negro into 
ou r social and pol i t ical 1 i fe as cu r eoual. 

We can never attain the Ideal in ion our 
Fatners dreamed, with millions of an 
alien, inferior race among us, whose 
assimilation is neither possible nor
